Four Fortunes Passes to 


Reward. 


MCTURESQUE CHARACTER 


FOR OVER FIFTY YEARS 


His Word as Good as His Bond 


and He Was Always 


Trusted. 


NEW YORK, Jan. IS.—"I can pass 


this way but once. 
Any good, there- 


fore, that I can do, let me do it now; 
let me not neglect it nor defer it. for 
1 shall not pass this way again." 


Stephen Van Culen White. "Dea- 


con" White, as ho was best known to 
the world of finance and science, fixed 
his eyes upon the foregoing motto 
which hung above his bed just be- 
fore he died at his home In Brooklyn 
today after an illness of about a year. 
He -rcas 82 years of age. 


For more than fifty years he had 


been a picturesque and powerful fig- 
ure in Wall street. 
The motto hung 


above the desk In his business office 
all through his career in the financial 
district. He made and lost more for- 
tunes than any man who had ever 
been in Wall street 
And after four 


big failures, 
each involving 
more 


than a million dollars and completely 
wiping him out he rallied and paid 
oz every dollar with Interest. 


"My word is as sood as my bond," 


was as near a boast as the "Deacon" 
was known to make. Wall street 
trusted him as it has never trusted 
any other man. 


GAVE BITS OF ADVICE. 


He headed most of the' market cir- 
culars he scattered broadcast over 
the country during the days of his 
activities with this declaration: 


'I want money from those only 


who 
are 
sufficiently 
accomplished 


thoroughbreds "that they can take a 
loss without depression and 
profit 


without exultation." 


Another bit of advice he was wont 


to give his friends and customers 
was: 


"Any man of fair intelligence can 
make a good living in Wall street If 
that Is his sole desire; but the man 
who enters that maelstrom of finance 
expecting to pile up a huge fortune 
and get away with It is pretty apt 
to" be thrown out of It broken in 
spirit and purse." 


White passed his early life In the 
frontier wilderness. 
He 
graduated 


from Knox college at Galesburg, 111., 
in 1854. 
During the periods of 
his 
prosperity he rnade many gifts to his 
alma mater. * 
His first notable stock speculation 


was the result of a tip on the Chica- 
go fire given him by a friendly tele- 
graph operator. White cleared .over 
$100,000 by selling a line of stocks 
short on this Information: 


FAMOUS IN POOfcS. 


"The *tleacon" Is Identified In 
the 


memories of 'Wall street men princi- 
pally with 
the .pools that existed 
years ago In Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western stocks. He made enor- 
mous sums, through buying that se- 
curity around 40 and 50 at the advice 
of Moses Taylor, then the largest In- 
vestor in it. and selling it up in the 
hundreds. Of late years he had not 
been closely in touch with the stock 
market and. little was heard of him 
in connection with' Lackawanna, al- 
though when it sold above 600. some 
of his prophecies concerning it were 
widely recalled. 
He was said -to 
have made as much as $1,100,000 In 
five months in 1886, mainly In Lack- 
awanna. 
Mr. White had many peculiarities, 
not the least of which has his-pre- 
ference to wear shabby clothes, even 
In the days of his greatest prosper- 
ity. One time when ho was credited 
with being the 
leading spirit of a 
bull campaign In Lackawanna stock, 
some of his friends on the stock ex- 
change, hoping to shame him Into 
discontinuing 
the 
frock 
coat and 


slouch - hat that had seen, in their 
opinion, too many years of service, 
collected a purse of $100 which they 
told him he must spend on a new. 
suit of clothes from the most fash- 
ionable tailor 
in 
the Fifth avenue 


district

ly respect him and that his greatness lay In 
his philosophy. 


He sntd that Justice Trmey. In the Dred 


Scott decision, did not, as b.a« bten commonly 
believed, declare that negroes had uo rights 
that white men were bound to respect. In this 
connection he added: 


"Instead of speaking of lie negro race as 


having no rights which the white man was 
bound to respect, he spoke of It In charity and 
comml8erot.on. clearly revealing that b« was 
or no such opinion." 


Speaking ot Washington, the mayor said: 
"Wo thluic of him an a good man, who told 


the exact truth always 
nnd never got angry 


nnd suffered everything patiently, and was of 
Brent Justice and accuracy of judgment, but 
not of genius or extraordinary ability. This Is 
all. In the main, true of him; bnt, ao a matter 
of fact, he was of worm blood arid prone to 
passion, as his contemporaries agree. He Is 
even known to have sworn HKe a trooper at 
times; and bis face was pitted, and lie had bad 
teeth nnd other physical Imperfections. 
"He wns not the equal In knowledge of his- 


tory, economics and government of the men 
•who surrounded him: but, after he had listened 
patiently to their counsels, his Judgment waa 
sa/e and sound. I do not perceive that he was 
n man of Instinct, nor does he seem to have 
had n single superstition—one of the wenknessei 
of grent men.

cept by ndvieo. and reflection.

"The signing of the 
Dcclnratlon of Inde- 


pendence, tho mayor said, had always secmerl 
to him to have been not so heroic BQ ev%nt 
as hnd generally been considered.

writing of tho Constitution bad also 


been n subject of exaggeration, the mayor aald.

caused much damage last year to wheat 
and corn. 


In his recent proclamation Governor 


Cruce said: 


"Whereas. Chinch bugs paused serious 


damage in 1J>12 In several of tne most im- 
portant wheat growlnp coanllea. of Okla- 
lioma; and, 


"Whereas, hosts of these and other de- 


structive bugs and insects are "afply pass- 
Ing the winter under Ihe dead grrass and 
trash of the fields, and unlcs*; we aavc un- 
usual conditions a horde :of thf-sc pests 
will 
develop 
and 
destroy half of tlie 


wheat, oats, corn, kafflr. corn, and forage 
crops of the state next season, and the 
corn worm and cotton" boll worm. If left 
unmolested, multiply greatly and damage 
these crops also, upon all of which the 
state's prosperity rests; 


IMMEDIATE ACTION. 


"Now, therefore, realizing the Import- 


ance of Immediate action to Insure the 
crops against destruction. I hereby desig- 
nate and appoint the week 
beginning 


Monday, December ,10. W1Z. as buff kill- 
ing week, and call upon all farmers and 
those Hvlrifj in the towns and cltlca to 
co-opeiate In tho burning of all crass and 
weeds alonfj fence rows and In the fields', 
meadows and orchards, and upon all road 
supervisors throughout the state to have 
burned til hldlnff placns for chinch bugs and 
other '.inrmfnl Insects along every road, 
and particularly along fences and bes>ld<s 
c»lvert.«." 


Governor Cruce Is supported in his proc- 


lamation by the expert opinion and advice 
of II. M. Cotteral, industrial commission- 
er for tho Rock Island Railroad company. 
Mr. Cotteral declares the bug question Is 
the biggest problem now ahead * of the 
Oklahoma farmer who expects to grow 
wheat and corn next season, and his ad- 
vicp !•! to orsanizo bug scuffler 'clubs all 
over Oklahoma at the earliest possible 


"Tho chinch bugs." says Mr. ' Cotteral, 
"can be almost entirely destroyed and 
practically all losses from thenvpreventefl, 
provided 
all bunches of grasses and 


weeds which harbor them through the 
winter In all parts of tho state be burn- 
pd at onri und (ho"" ppsti and th"lr win- 
ter quarters hp destroyed.

To Ralph De PaPlma Is awarded tho 


1912 roaa racing championship. For sev- 
eral seasons past he has been acknowl- 
edged the mile track champion, but dur- 
ing the last year De Palraa. did no mile 
Jirt track driving and instead xvon great- 
er laurels—the road championship. View- 
ed from any angle, there is absolutely no 
questioning- his right to the title, for he 
started in more road races and won more 
victories than any othar dnver. 
Out of 


five starts he scored four first places— 
the light car race at Santa Jlonlca, the 
Elgin National Trophy race, the Klsin 
free-for-all, and his greatest victory of 
the season—the Vanderbilt 
Cup race 


triumph. 
The only race in America In 


which he fell short of victory was in the 
international Grand Prix at Milwaukee, 


i m which, while running second he eol- 
WMided with Caleb Bragg-, the winner, on 


the la-st lap. The only road race of the 
year in which De Palma did not start 
was thp Tacoma event. 
Next to De 


Palma in the number of road victories 
is "Teddy" Tctzlaff, who won the Santa 
Monica free-for-all, the Tacoma free-for- 
all and the Tacoma heavy car race, but 
Tetzlaff entered six big races. 


De Palma's 
only 
appearances aside 
^Iram the road races mentioned were at 
* the Los Angeles motordrome, where he 


broke the world's record for the 300-inch 
class from one to twenty miles, and won 
other events, and also in the memorable 
500 mile race at Indianapolis. Follow- 
ers of racing axe familiar with the story 
of how De Palma began breaking all 
world's records at the fifty-mile mark, 
ana kept on breaking them until 
the 


475th. They also recall how he was pre- 
paring for a whirlwind finish and' a $30,- 
000 victory when, on the next to the last 
lap, he was eliminated by a broken pis- 
ton and had to relinquish the victory to 
Dawson. 
Unfortunately for De Palma, 


the contest board cannot allow him the 
new world's records he created on the 
technical ground that he failed to finish 
tho race, although there was never any 
questioning the fact that his average 
was considerably faster than any other 
driver had ever traveled on a speedway. 
Up to the time he was eliminated De 
Palma's average was better than SI miles 
and hour—two miles an hour faster than 
Dawson's record. 


In the Elgin, Vanderbilt Cup, Grand 


Prize, and Indianapolis races De Palma 
drove a Mercedes car, owned by E. J. 
Schroeder, on amateur sportsman of Jer- 
sey City, N. J. At Santa Monica he pi- 
loted a 300 cubic-Inch class Mercer.

Nineteen hun- 
dred end eleven saw De Palma score sec- 
ond in the Vanderbilt Cup race and third 
In the Grand Prize race at Savannah. His

drivers, In addition to being the peer of 
them all at track work.

A review of the motor car achievements 


of 1912 would not be complete without 
liberal mention of the recent Los Angeles 
to Fhoenbc desert road race which was 
won ^by Halph Hamlin In his air-cooled 
Franklin car, In the remarkable time of 
18 hours, 10 minutes and 22 seconds— 
the fastest time ev«r made In this desert 
classic. « 
The Los Angeles to Phoenix road race 


Is an annual event with the race en- 
thusiasts isx the West 
It 
Is without 
question the hardest competitive test of 
car and driver that was ever undertaken 
In the history of the motor Industry Th» 
1932 event Is best described by the follow- 
ing story, written by Kalph C. Hamlin, 
the winner 
"The start of the long desert grind of 


1912 was staged at an hour before mid- 
night on Saturday, October 26, in the 
business center of Los 
Angeles 
The 


rj^ce duplicated those of the other four 
5 ears In which I started, only the four 
cars of 1908 had developed Into an even 
lozen all lined up for the starting signal, 
ivlth snorting exhausts, held In leash by 
twelve Impatient drivers 
Twenty-four 


beams, of light from twelve sets of head- 
lights cut round holes Into the 
night. 
Twelve restless mechanicians nervously 
Bumbled «£ controls and pressure pumps. 


HEAVY RAINS BESET PATH. 


Before us 611 miles of 
mountains, 
:erts and streams, badly swollen by 


heavy rains, stretched out to the goal at 


"At 11 05 the race was on I got away 
it 11M6 Of the eight cars that started 
ahead, of me two -were driven by men ex- 
perienced in the desert race, Bramlette, 
driving a Cadillac, and Louis Nikrent, 
driving a Buick, the same car that he 
drove last year 
Soules, In a Cadillac, I 


knew was destined to be another worthy 
contender. His records on tho track had 
given him a reputation 
for accepting 
hazardous chances and had made him a 
figure to he reckoned with In the loner, 
mad desert scramble 
"In the 307 miles between Los Angeles 


and Tuma a long? desert stretch began 
after leaving Banning, 100 miles from 
home, some of the bigger cars were hit-

"Ahead of me I could see th» gleun

"When we reached the Southern Pa- 


cific railroad at Mammoth station I knew 
we were ahead in running time, although 
in position, Soules In the Cadillac was 
still in the lead The last leg of the first 
day of the race was before us, and I 
had onlv Soules to contend with. 
"East of Mammoth the roads were in 


fairly good condition and I knew that It 
was only necessary to hold our pace to 
make the best time between Los Angeles 
and Tuma, and that waf* all I wanted 
I ^tras working out my schedule, my one 
idea being: to be first In Phoenhc when 
the race ended. 
"Soon wo'saw the distant hills of Ari- 


zona ahead of us and knew that wo 
were near the Colorado river It began 
to look more like real country, more 
vegation and once In a while a mud hut 
of a fairly respectable

house and then we were at the control 
on the Colorado river Here the old ferry 
boat, manned by Indians and forgotten

"Monday morning we sned out of Tuma 


at full speed

Buckeye, with conditions favorable 
to 


getting the >>est there was out of the 
Franklin, wo began to Increase our lead 
Reaching the historic Hassayampa river, 


it looked as though we would be stopped 
by the flood of water which was crowding 
the river banks The water was two feet 
deep and rushing In torrents but we 
were able to cross without trouble 


"Again at the Agua Frla 'no struck 


flood difficulties and this stream was 
swollen many times beyond Its usual 
shallow proportions by the heavy rains 
In the Arizona hills 
I stopped the mo- 
tor, wrapped the magneto with a rubber

"It is enough of an undertaking at any

Jeparture can be announced. 


At its recent 
meeting, 
the Indiana 


Automobile Manuiacturers' 
Association 


adopted the plans proposed for the big 
journey 
from 
the 
Hoosier 
capital 


either San Francisco or .Los Angeles. It 
will be a pathfindlng expedition for the 
great rock road which some day will ex- 
tend from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
oceans, and for hundreds 01 tourists who 
yearly travel across the continent. Not 
only did they 
heartily 
approve of the 


general route ana the details, but they 
also supported this by the definite prom- 
ise of tho entry of twenty-six cars. 


In a meeting which lasted from 6:30 


in the evening until 20 minutes of 12, 
representatives of 
the most prominent 


automobile and accessory manufacturing 
concerns of Indiana discussed features 
which will be Introduced into the tour 
to make It .the most remarkable motor 
car event which 
has 
ever 
been held. 


From start to finish this tour will have 
no parallel in motordom, because of its 
genera) plan, its purposes and the mar- 
velous amount of interest which it will 
arouse. 
Fireworks, bombs and 
characteristic 


Hoosier enthusiasm will have full sway 
at the start. For 65 miles that evening 
the tourists will run due west to Terre 
Haute with the Hoosier Motor Club as 
an escort. The spectacle of the great 
cavalcade will be long remembered and 
widely quoted. 
Features 
of a similar 


nature will be a part of the affair for 
the 26 days during which the motorists 
will be en route. 


Definite assignment of a route has not 


as yet been made. 
There are a number 


of options to be considered- Many rep- 
resentatives 
from 
western cities and 


states have already shown their Interest 
by making overtures and in giving In- 
formation 
In regard to road, weather 


and other conditions. The specific effect 
of this event and Its bearing on "good 
roads enthusiasm and the use of motor 
cars will be a large factor in the final 
decision. 


The only points which are sure of be- 


Jng on the itinerary are 
Indianapolis, 
St. Louis, Kansas 
City, 
Denver, Salt 


Lake City, San Francisco and Los An- 
geles. 
Between these points there are 


choices of directions which are being in- 
vestigated. 
For example, from Kansas 


City to Denver the tourists might go 
flirect through Topeka, or turn north- 
ward through Omaha. From Denver to 
Salt Lake the route accepted at present 
is via Cheyenne and Laramine, but, Col- 
orado boosters are strongly in favor of 
sending their Indiana 
visitors through 


the scenic highway of the Rockies, di- 
rectly west to the Utah line.

There will be few rules to govern the 


tourists. • Two divisions will be main- 
tained, one for passenger cars and one 
for commercial vehicles. All will be en- 
tered by Indiana automobile or accessory 
manufacturing concerns and each com- 
pany will be limited to not more than 
three cars In either or both divisions. 
Th» general regulations which hare been 
«o successful in the two previous Indiana 
tours will again be in vogue. 


It will not be a contest, but Is intend- 


ed to show the product of Indiana con- 
cerns in tho nine states through which 
they will pass. In fact the party 
will 


make a short stop in every important 
town along the route.

Motorists who enjoy touring over new 


country where the scenery is entirely dif- 
ferent from that which 
they are 
ac- 


customed to arc to be given a rare treat 
in the near future, according to a party 
which went over the finished portion of 
fhe new Mt. Diablo boulevard latently in 
two 1913 Buick cars, driven' by Geo. H. 
McCutcheon and 
Claude McGee of the- 


Howaid Auto company. The party, which 
consisted 
of 
representatives 
of 
THE 


TRIBUNE and their friends, left Oakland 
at 9:30 and went to Walnut Creek via 
the Tunnel road, pasiInB through Lafay- 
ette. From Walnut Creek they continued 
east for a couple of miles through t'.-.e 
Ignacio valley and then turned south on 
"Walnut avenue This, brings the motorist 
on to the new boulevard at the northern 
base of the mountain. 


The first mile or so of this new road 


runs through comparatively level country 
and then begins the climb up the west 
face of the mountain on an easy grade 
which winds in and out of the numerous 
canyons, each time appearing on the face 
o£ the mountain at a higher altitude and 
revealing an evei 
widening panorama. 


The road is finished at the present time 
to within four miles of the summit and 
is well worthy of the name boulevard, 
there being no hard 
grades vor sharp 


curves, and it is wide enough for two 
cars to pass safely at any point. 
After 


the party had inspected the completed 
jortlon and made a number of photo- 
;raphs, McCutcheon suggested a trip to 
he summit. This necessitated returning 
:o the base of the mountain and follow- 
ng the old trail 
which runs 
up Pina 


canyon. 
McGee, who has' been to the 


summit a number of times in Buick cars, 
offered to act as guide and started off 
across country in his 
little 
Model 25 


Buick, closely followed by McCutcheon in 
he 40. 
After winding over the hills for several 


nlles the road which the party was fol- 
owing ended on top of a. hill overlooking 
'ine canyon and as there was no road 
!own 
this hill McGee decided to drive 


down over the grass. He had no sooner 
made known his intentions than he had 
:he car entirely to himself. 
One of the 


larty stated that the safest way for him 
0 get down was to lay down and roll. 
This he proceeded to ao and In a very 
ew feet got such a good start that he 
had some trouble in stopping. 


In the meantime McGee had put his 


motor in the first gear and by careful 
"riving had reached the bottom of the hill. 


McCutcheon then made the descent with 
he "10" without accident. 
The party 


hen followed up Pine canyon for a couple 
f miles after running over the rocks 
n the bottom of the creek bed. The last 
rossing at the 
head 
of 
the canyon 


marks the beginning of tTie grade and from 
his point on there is no road to speak 
f and in many places it Is not eveji a 
good trail. 
One can get some idea of 


he steepness of this grade when they 
top to consider that in throe miles the 
ract reaches an elevation of 4000 feet 
nd the mere fact that two Buick touring 
cars, one a 40 h. p. and the other 28 h. p., 
made this climb without the least bit of 
rouble either mechanically or with their 
ioodyear tires and without any previous

A society that years ago welcomed Lord Gam- 


royed, an English aristocrat, who appeared at din- 
ners wearing a billy-cock hat, Norfolk jacket and 
shooting gaiters, and who smoked a short and very 
dirty black pipe in drawing-rooms and got drunk 
and swore obscenely' in the' presence of ladies, can- 
not^faikto be delighted with the obvious merits of 
so> high-bred and high-strung a gentleman as'Baron 
Von Kuhlmann. 


/'In^Germany we do not treat women as superior 


beings," the baron .blandly told the reporters. In- 
deed they do ndt.- fri* this country one does not see 
women employed'at hard'labor in the fields.

.will never see a woman harnessed up with a dog 
here. In Bavaria such a sight is not rare. The 
Bavarians do not treat women as superior beings.

America to marry.an heiress. But he may not over- 
look a chance for all that. Foreign noblemen, as a 
rule, respect American dollars even if they have 
none for American womanhood. Usually they are 
ready to pick up an American heiress at a bargain, 
and often come to this country looking for just such 
bargains. Perhaps some American woman with 
money will justify his opinion of American women 
by marrying him. 
Rolph Starts a Guessing Contest 
' Local politicians are still trying to figure out how 


William H. Metson came to be reappointed Park 
Commissioner. They are all trying to find out 
what's under the chip, and wondering how the trick 
came to be turned and why it was turned. 


It was common gossip that Matt I. Sullivan had 


the say in this and kindred matters, and it was like- 
wise understood that Matt I. Sullivan had Metson 
down on the taboo list. But Metson was not only 
j"eappointed, but the Bulletin, which goes through 
the form of thinking when Sullivan scratches 
his 


head, actually-approved the appointment. 


It is conceded that the mayor did the right thing

Indeed, 
he is supposed to speak for the Governor in all niat- 
ters affecting San Francisco. 


Yet here is Sullivan playing" father confessor to 


Mayor Rolph, fylue-penciling his appointments and 
pulling strings which cause the marionettes to do 
some queer stunts. Nobody seems to know the 
secret .of Matt's pull with the mayor. He is not 
popular with the men who put Rolph forward and 
backed him against P. H. McCarthy, but his in- 
iiuence with the mayor seems stronger than any- 
one else's. Is Rp]ph_playing up to the Governor or 
is Sullivan playing Koiph for the Governor? 


Rolph is credited with Gubernatorial yearnings, 


which makes his acceptance of Sullivan as a con- 
fidential adviser seem all the queerer. The tip is 
out that Johnson is planning to succeed Senator 
Perkins and has selected John M. Eshelman to suc- 
ceed to the Governor's chair. If that be the pro- 
gram, Sullivan would naturally be in favor of it. 
Bnt here he is doing politics ,for Johnson and with 
the mayor on terms of confidential intimacy. Ts 
the gold brick to be passed to Rolph or JWshelman? 


Who knows? Nobo'dy seems to care much, for 


the mayor has distributed his smiles so generously 
and impartially as to win few friends. Often his 
smiles have gone one way and his favors the other, 
and that disturbs the congregation iar.d gives acri- 
mony to speculation. 


The mayor may be playing a rlfrp game, a 


then, he may only be trying to mix oil with water. 
The latter theory has the call just now, which does 
not argue well for his political prospects, for the 
feeling toward him is so languid and perfunctory 
that it is hard to distinguish between his friends 
and his enemies. Nobody hates him, but nobody 
loves him. 
Municipal Control of the Harbor 


There is a slim prospect of the' city being given 


control of the waterfront at this session of the 
Legislature. It is the old story of a divided house. 
Every get together banquet is followed by a fresh 
crop of dissensions. As Gavin McNab said, 
the 


town is trying to think with, its mouth open. Even 
when we went through the force of burying the 
hammer, _the discordant sound of knocking dis- 
turbed the obsequies. Old antagonisms keep crop- 
ping up on all occasions, and every plan suggested 
to bring peace to the family only brings out the 
hatchet-men shouting the ancient war cry that 
somebody is trying to do something to somebody, 
else. 


In the waterfront master, the city is up against 


a division that promises to be fatal. San Francisco 
might get control of her harbor if her legislative 
delegation was united and in hearty sympathy with 
the scheme. But the delegation is not united, and 
at least hah5 oJ5 it is not really in sympathy with 
the demands of the commercial bodies. All the 
Governor's partisans are either openly or secretly 
against ceding the waterfront to the city.' The 
waterfront is too big a political asset for the State 
machine to yield up, and there is no force in the 
city's divided and discordant delegation which can 
be utilized in this extremity. The Governor's 
henchmen in the city will aid the Governor's parti- 
sans in the interior to defeat the cession of the 
waterfront. 


Civic loyalty is not strong enough to make the 


San Francisco delegation stand up for the city's in- 
terests, and the mayor is not the man to sound a 
stirring blast on Roderick's horn. It is a pusillani- 
mous fight waged by pusillanimous men, all work- 
ing for personal advantage and ready to throw the 
city down to serve their own ends. 


It is to laugh. -Also^ cry. It is a tremendous 


pity that San Francisco/has no red-blooded leader 
willing to go to the fron^ in this matter. But alasj 
she is torn by factions within, in addition to being 
cursed by a set of time-serving politicians who place 
a liquor license or a job on the waterfront above the 
paramount interests of the city.» 
A Story Without a Moral 
, 
The Richmond preacher under fire on charges of 


deserting his wife, changing his name and taking 
liberties with young girls in Oregon when filling a 
pulpit there, reminds one of the Rev. Chas. Brown, 
who was pastor of the First Congregational Ctiurch 
of ^this city some twenty years.

Church, and the parishioners of the Rev. Horn are 
probably as anxious to forget him as the gentlemen 
who acquitted Brown,

Twice within a few years a sentence of deposition 


has been read in this community by Bishop Ford 
Nichols of the Episcopal Church. The announce- 
ment of deposition takes place during . a regular 
service and on the occasions of its pronouncement 
here the ceremonies have been held at Grace Pro- 
Cathedral. The last man who suffered deposition 
locally was Rev. Jerome Trivett, rector 
of the 


Church of the Advent in East Oakland. The exact 
details of Trivett's deposition have never* been made 
known, but it was learned that he intended going 
on the stage and had accepted an offer. He was 
appealed to by the bishop and other clergy not to 
do so for the sake of the church and a position was 
made for him in a large public service corporation 
here. He expected to go to work on the Monday 
following his expulsion from the ministry, but did 
not put in an appearance. 


Another notable instance of the dismissal of a 


,parson was that of the Rev. Payson Young, rector 
of the Church of St. Mary the Virgin here, who 
lives in Oakland, and who figured in the 
disap- 


pearance of an Alameda girl. 
Question of Eugenics Involved 


Bishop Robinson of Nevada, and his wife, have 


been staying at the St. Francis Hotel since the first 
of the month. The bishop is a very popular man 
in Reno, where'his home is, and where the divorce 
mill is continually grinding and working overtime. 
Moreover the convocation of Nevada over which 
the bishop presides held a meeting last month and 
passed some resolutions. The resolutions, however, 
went principally to the point of requiring a phy- 
sician's certification in connection with the reading 
of the marriage ceremony by clergymen 
of; the 
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Episcopal Church and recommended the passage of 
a law by the next legislature requiring a certificate 
of health to be presented to the county clerk on 
application for a license to wed. Bishop Robinson 
was a strong advocate of this measure, which is a 
rather radical one, but the same thing has been 
talked of by clergymen and laymen all over 
the 


country. 


Strange to say, a Methodist who is usually to the 


forefront in advocating reforms along this general 
line, spoke the other day in strenuous opposition to 
any such iron-clad requirements. 


"It is a magnificent thing in theory," he criti- 


cized, "but a dangerous requirement, in fact. It 
would be lovely for those who could get the certifi- 
cate, but what about the ones who could not. It 
would condemn them to a single life and it would 
result in a moral condition which would be awful to 
think of. 
The women harassed in mind would 


perhaps sink to a lower level and then also would be 
led to worry over the prohibition by the State." 


The speaker also referred to the possibilities for 


graft. A physician who was unscrupulous might 
sign a certificate on the payment of an extraordi- 
nary fee when the giving of such a document would 
be a menace to the other party to the marriage con- 
tract. These are the reasons, pro and con, for the 
proposed passage of a law in Nevada, but it is not 
thought the legislature will make a medical certifi- 
cate compulsory. 
Hard Time Collecting Fees 


The suit filed by Charles P. Fairall to collect, 


about $4000 which he claims is due him by former 
Mayor Eugene E. Schmitz recalls a similar 
suit 


filed by the attorney against Abraham Ruef for al- 
most exactly the same amount. It is a peculiar 
coincidence that Fairall should have failed to col- 
lect his fee by the usual means from both these men 
who were so intimately associated in- the political 
affairs of San Francisco before and 
immediately 


after the great fire. The Ruef instance, which 


many have probably forgotten, was remarkable for 
the speed with which the former political boss came 
to terms. It appears that Fairall had presented his 
bill and had been refused payment. On his bringing 
suit he was asked by Ruef-to bring into a court a 
•bill of particulars. 
This the attorney declared he 


was prepared to do, and it is said that some most 
interesting disclosures would" have resulted, as 
Fairall's employment was largely made up of in- 
terviews with persons prominent in the-affairs of 
San Francisco and with the graft 
investigation. 


Fairall also made several trips to Sacramento after 
the fire to look up authorities in the law library 
there, as most of the legal lore stored in San Fran- 
cisco had been destroyed at the time of the disaster 
and Ruef needed badly every legal loophole, as the 
grand jury was preparing more than 100 indict- 
ments, which were later filed against him, 


Fairall and Ruef, however, adjusted the claim out 


of court, and whether the amount was paid in full 
is not of record. The present suit against Schmitz 
was filed, according to the lawyer, after he had 
done everything possible to collect. He asserts that 
he believes that Schmitz's financial affairs are in 
much better shape than generally reported and he 
looks somewhat askance at the story of the former 
mayor's overpowering losses in connection with his 
mining investments in Mexico. Fairall, -however, 
does not expect to get the entire amount of his 
claim, although he has levied an attachnr" 
•< cer- 


tain of Schmitz's property.

Meet In Washington 


WASHINGTON, -Jan. IS.—An effort to 


bring together the manifold economic and 
commercial interests of the nation will 
be made for the first time in the history 
of the United States when the United 
States Chamber of Commerce convenes 
in this city on Monday. 


Chambers of commerce, manufacturers' 


Associations, 
business, men's 
leagues, 


commercial clubs and other organizations 
of men actively engaged in the nation's 
commerce have taken an active Interest 
in the movement and have contributed 
their quota to the thousand odd dele- 
gates now pouring- into Washington. 


The co-ordination of these manifold 


Interests has' as its purpose the forma- 
tion o£ a body which will act as an ad- 
visory adjunct to Congress Itself. This 
purpose, while new to our day, waa first 
put forth by Pelatiah Webster, a signer 
of the Declaration of Independence, in his 
dissertation on "The Thirteen States." 
.Webster, speaking 130 years ago, said:

The gathering of over five hundred men at the annual banquet 


of the Young Men's Christian Association which was held on 
Thursday evening at the Hotel Oakland was an exceptionally 
notable pvent and indicated in a very forcible and suggestive 
manner the high moral standard of the community, for the fact 
cannot be concealed that such a large assemblage of bright, intel- 
ligent, cultured, temperate and religiously trained young men 
constitute a powerful moral force for the general uplift of hu- 
manity. With such an influential agency incessantly busy- 
working by word and act and example in the community—there 
can be no real danger o£ the citizenship drifting into a hopeless 
state of moral degeneracy. 


Vice-President Arthur L. Adams, as toastmaster, laid down a 


high standard of citizenship when he asserted that to acquire it 
"is to be able to boast of a community of people living under 
evenly-balanced forces—hygienic, industrial, educational, moral 
and religious—producing a minimum of ignorance, vice and pov- 
erty, and a maximum of virtue, of brain and of lawful gain." 
Oakland Cannot claim perfection any more than any other large 
eity, but it can reasonably plead the attainment of a nearer ap- 
proach to the high social, sanitary, industrial, educational, moral 
and religious standard laid down than most cities of equal or 
larger population in the country. 


This assumption is substantiated by facts, notwithstanding 


the representation made at the banquet that Oakland "needs bet- 
ter educational facilities," that it "must have the things which 
make for the development of the soul," that "our churches are 
not well supported, some of them dying"; that it should be made 
"a city of sahools, of churches and of homes, housing children 
and young people nourished m bodies, in minds and in souls." 
Oakland comes, perhaps, as near the ideal city thus described as 
fallible human nature can make one, but what room ffrr improve- 
ment exists can safely be trusted to such powerful moral agents 
as the association which was being addressed represents. 


In his indirect criticism of Oakland and his veiled description 


of the ideal city, the toastmaster at the Young Men's Christian 
Association banquet was apparently in a pessimistic mood, for 
Oakland is still the city of schools and churches it always has 
been. To illustrate: Oakland is at present and hasi been for 
years increasing its educational facilities ahead of the necessi- 
ties of the times, so far as the enrollment of its children of school 
age and the record of attendance at the public sr/iools show. 
Oakland has, indeed, always borne the reputation of being a city 
of schools and churches and that reputation has never been im- 
paired. It is building, or about to build, sixteen new school houses 
of modern type, most of them of imperishable construction and 
till commodious and far in advance of the wants of the times. 


The verity of the assertion that our churches are not being 


well supported and that some of them are dying depends upon 
what shall be accepted as an equitable standard of support and 
what an unbiased analysis will show is the cause that threatens 
some of them with an early demise. In the light of the fact that 
during the past six years approximately a dozen modern church 
edifices built of permanent structural materials have been erected 
in Oakland; that one of the handsomest and most costly perma- 
nently constructed churches built in this city was recently fin- 
ished and dedicated to divine worship; that two others of equally 
modem and, permanent type are now in course of construction, 
and that the initial steps have just been taken for the erection of 
a fourth church- edifice, Mr. Adams' charge does not seem to be 
tenable. That kind of evidence does not seem to sustain the charge 
of lack of support. 


If any of the churches in Oakland fail to attract the multitude 


to their public services and are dying, there is evidently reason 
for earnest self-examination. Perhaps an intelligent investiga- 
tion will reveal the fact that such churches are afflicted with a 
type of dry-rot that has been allowed to attack the vitals of the 
organization through the indifference and neglect ofi the officers 
and members. Indeed, the wealthier churches are the more apt 
to be afflicted with this disease than the smaller and poorer 
organizations with which the struggle to keep afloat is unceasing. 
"The little church around the corner" has, however, proved invari- 


'ably to be the real salt of the earth in religious effort. The 


wealthy church is rarely the most influential moral agent in the 
community. If any churches in Oakland are dying owing to the 
general indifference of the community, it rests with the churches 
themselves to arouse public interest in their work. That is the 
purpose for which they have been organized.

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The President of France. 


There is not so much fuss about electing a President in Prance 


as there is in the United States. There is no general election and 
no heated campaign lasting for months; no torchlight processions, 
no spell-binding, no conventions and no platforms. Not one of the 
candidates called anybody a liar. The President elected is ex- 
pected to be the head of the nation, not the leader of a party; he 
if not elected to rule, but to be the official representative of the 
people in all state functions. 


Cabinets resign when they can no longer command a majority 


of the Chamber of Deputies. The President calls on some other 
leader of that body to form a new ministry that can command 
the support of a working majority of the chamber. The Presi- 
dent of the republic neither makes nor dismisses cabinets—the 
jpgfelntivp representatives °* -"c People c«o IJiaL, because no mm- 
iitry can stand unless f*pproved and backed by a parliamentary 
majority. 


The business of the government is conducted by the ministry 


under the direct authority of the Chamber of; Deputies, the Pres- 
ident being merely a figure-head acting in an advisory capacity; 
he never attempts to overrule the will of the representatives of 
the people Under'this system popular government proceeds au- 
tomatically, without friction between the executive and legisla- 
tive departments of the government. The President is chosen by 
the Senate, but the powers of the Senate are limited.

M. Poincare, the'new President, is a product of the French 


parliamentary system. He is a man of conspicuous ability and 
integrity, distinguished for clear judgment and sound sense, an 
adroit parliamentary leader and a successful administrator. His 
election to the Presidency is the expression of the popular vill 
manifested through representatives. For the action of the Sen- 
ate undoubtedly refect* the wishes of the Chamber of Deputies.

The Last Resort of Demsgsgy. 


When a demagogue Can think of nothing else to bring himself 


into notoriety lie jumps on the Japanese. The Chinese are no 
longer a political asset, but the Japanese are stilLfaif game for 
the class of politicians who thrivfe dn prejudices they excite and 
cater to. 


Senator Sanford is apparently trying td see how small and 


cheap an ordinarily sensible man can be when he strives to make 
political issues of race prejudices. The Japanese are not visibly 
increasing in California, and the number already here is not caus- 
ing hardship to people of the Caucasian race. 


The departures ao nearly offset the arrivals that the Japanese 


population here remains practically at a standstill. But the Japa- 
nese can't vote, so the demagogues get out and throw stones at 
them to curry favor with the ignorant and prejudiced. 


Happily the majority of Calif ornians are not BO ignorant and I 


unobservant as professional agitators and Cheap John politicians 
imagine. 


The legislator who can find nothing better to do than to 


threaten to lick the Japs by way of proving that he is a friend of 
the people will not get very far on the road to his political ambi- 
tion. Men like Senator Sanford are doing all they are capable of 
encompassing to injure the Panama-Pacific Exposition and shut 
American merchant^ and productions out of the Oriental market. 


If there was any real danger of the Japanese flooding the Pa- 


cific States, there would be some sense in the legislation directed 
at Japanese. But there is no such danger. An imaginary danger 
is set up as a pretext for legislation which can do no good but is 
likely to do much harm. It is to be hoped that the Legislature 
will be guided by facts and the teachings of common sense rather 
than clamor and unscrupulous demagogy. 


We do not favor unrestricted Japanese Immigration, but the' 


immigration is so small at present as to give no occasion for 
alarm. It is time to legislate against it when it assumes perilous 
proportions. The official reports show that last year the excess of 
Japanese arrivals over departures was less than 2000. Nothing 
to be excited about 


Let us fight real abuses and evils, not shadows and men of 


straw, particularly at this time when hostile legislation directed 
at the Japanese is calculated to detract from the success of the 
great enterprise on which so much depends. 


WITTY BITS 


Dethe Orange Growers Need State Relief? 


There is a curious inconsistency between the reports coming 


from Los Angeles and San Bernardino regarding the financial 
condition of the Southern California citrus growers following the 
damaging effects of the recent heavy frosts on this season's crop 
of fruit in their groves, and the strenuous efforts which certain 
legislators at Sacramento are making to have $8,000,000 of State, 
county and municipal funds on deposit in the State Treasury 
transferred to the banks in the southern counties. It is claimed 
at Sacramento that the movement is necessary to relieve an al- 
leged financial stringency among the afflicted citrus growers/of 
the southern counties, and it is represented that the proposed 
measure of relief has been solicited by the southern bankers and 
that a delegation of them will visit the capital early in the week. 


A Los Angeles dispatch states positively, however, that the 


initiative for the transfer of the money has been taken wholly by 
the members of the Legislature at Sacramento without consult- 
ing the southern bankers, and that a number of the latter in Los 
Angeles who were interviewed on the subject Friday night a=^ 
serted that no relief from the State is required or has been 
solicited. 


San Bernardino bankers also unanimously decided not to send 


a representative to a meeting to be held at Sacramento to discuss 
the question in response to a request from Governor Johnson. 
Moreover, bankets throughout the citrus belt are said to be pra»f 
tically unanimous in declaring that they have been assured all 
the funds they may need from private source's, and they declare 
unnecessary the proposition to divert State funds to their banks 
for any purpose.

Evidently it is in order for the Legislature to go slow on the 


proposed authorization of a transfer of any deposits in the State 
Treasury when the evidence regarding the necessity of such ac- 
tion to relieve an alleged financial stringency, which apparently 
does not exist, is so contradictory. 
It should be remembered 


that the great majority of the citrus growers and shippers of 
Southren Calif ornia are taken as a whole a very wealthy class and 
that few if any ofi them have been seriously injured or embar- 
rassed financially through the partial loss of one season's crop.

I feel I am the 
master of Ritchie. I am more clever than 
he Is and can hit every bit as hard. 
From my way of thinking, I believe that 
he would be an easier boy for me to beat 
than Wolgast or Rivers, because those 
fellows are very rugged and can stand a 
world of punishment. 
"In fact, a clever boxer nas a hard time 
s making a satisfactory showing against the 
rushing tvpe of fighters like Wolgast and 
Rivers. If a clever fellow stands off and 
tries to outpoint them at long range, or 
displays footwork in escaping punish- 
ment, while at the same time getting 
hom,e occasional blows himself, then the 
spectators are not satisfied, because they 
think the- clever fellow Is conltinuaJIv 
running away. 
Ton have often heard 
that criticism expressed when a skillful 
boxer meets a rushing, slugging kind of 
fighter. 
"Ritchie's style is very similar to my 


own. 
We are very evenly matched as re- 
gards weight, American promoters will 
have no difficulty securing my signature 
to a set of articles with .Ritchie. If ie 
does not show a disposition to meet me, I 
think public sentiment In America, where 
I am well known, will force him Into a 
match."

Powers calling the game on account 9flf 
darkness, with the score a tie. 
With the score a tie, Washington went 
in for the tenth, and soon had the basei 
full, with no one out, Tom Daly -was at 
the bat, with three balls and no strikes, 
and was ordered to hold his bat on his 
shoulder, as the next ball would give him 
his base, and force the winning run over 
the plate. 
John Clarkson, a man usually with per- 
fect command, was 
In 
sore 
distress. 
Kelly, who was playing right field, liKe- 
time- called, and came running into th« 
home plate, and ordered Catcher Charley 
Qanzel to the outfield, while ha finished 
the game behind the bat. Kelly put on his 
mask and pad, and was allowed to catch 
a few balls from Clarkson. It looked like 
a 1000 to 1 that Clarkson would never get 
out of tha liole, but Kelly remarked, 
"Come on, old sport, put It right over," 
and, 
with his big mitt for a target, Clark- 
son toolc deliberate aim, and shot the 
ball for the plate. It was a shade wide 
and high, but Kelly handled It cleverly, 
saying, at the saraa time, "That's t:io 
boy," and had the ball on the way back 
to Clarkson before 
the 
umpire called, 
'One strike." 


UMPIRE CALLS STRIKE TWO. 


Daly smiled and made no attempt to 
get in position for the next ball. Clark- 
son took his time and started the next 
ball for the center of the plate, but it 
worked wide several indhes, and 
one* 
more Kelly handled the ball In his own 
way and handed it back to Clarkson, re- 
marking, "Perfect strike," and Mr. Pow- 
ers called "two strikes." Daly threw ils 
hat on the ground, and protested. Kelly 
was keeping up a running line of com- 
ment, advising the batsman to stop abus- 
ing the umpire, and play ball. 
By this time Daly decided to take a 
shot at the next ball, and Kelly brushed 
off &e plate, turned to the 
Washington 
bench, and remarked: "Say, this is easy." 
Then turning- to Clarkson, he said: "Take 
your time, John; Daly is bluffing." Then 
he placed his big mitt over the center 
of the place waist high, so that the bats- 
man could plainly see It, and called for 
the ball. 
Kelly's signal, however, was for a dif- 
ferent ball, and Clarkson cut a fast one, 
just at Daly's shoulder, over the Inside ' 
corner, to gee Kelly take It before it had 
fully passed over the plate and toss It 
back to Clarkson, remarking: "Qreat 
work, John, olS boy." Daly dropped his 
baf and was about to run to first, bfit 
Umpire Powers sang-out "The batter^ts 
out," and Ciere was a wrangle.

Ceara Second City of Commer- 


cial Importance in Con- 


sular District. 


(By CONSUL P. M. GRIFFITH, Per- 


namtouco.) 


' The ctty of Ceara, also called Fortaleza, 
the capital of the state of Ceara, situ- 
ated north of Pernambuco, Brazil, has a. 
population of about 60,000, and is the sec- 
ond city of commercial Importance Jn this 
consular district. Although the city Is 
situated in the tropics, the climate Is 
equable and the health conditions good. 


There are two commercial bodies in the 


city, one called the Assoclacao Commer- 
cial and the other the Junta Commercial. 
There are one law school, 
one' lyceo 


(high -school), two cotton factories, on* 
of which employs 1000 workmen, 
one 


hanrmock factory and several small cigar 
factories. The. city Is noted for latK. 


There are two railways In the state of 


Ceara running into the Interior, both of 
which are owned by Brazilians, but leased 
to an English company which operates 
them. One is called the Baturlte rail- 
road, which has Its terminal in the capl- 
:al, and Is 400 kilometers (250 
miles) 


ong. tho other is the Camocim railroad, 
which starts- from Camocim, a ,seaport 
situated about 125 miles north of Ceara, 
and runs into the Interior as 
far 
as 


Piaxihy. The gauge, of both of these rail- 
ways is 1 meler (3.28 feet).

There are only about 150 sub- 


scribers, who pay $2.89 monthly each for 
service

not very remote period, descended to ths 
prosaic comment that the only way to 
make man realize the seriousness of the 
woman's cause was via his stomach, Is 
now matched by the timidity of the rank 
and file members ot parliament, who are 
seeking to shelter behind the Independent 
Yorkshire back of Mr. Asqulth. 


"Some of these gentlemen are running 


to and fro with a tremendous cackling like 
so many frightened geese, because—be- 
cause Mr. Asqulth may. If they vote hon- 
estly, be obliged to act as a practical dem- 
ocrat! 


"Moreover, they do not. seem to know 


that long- ago the fates declared that Mr 
Asqulth should be the first anti-suffrage 
martyr. 


"It is certain the government pledge,

by "daily servants"—sen-ants who wojk 
out during the day and Bleep at home- 
as their perquisites. 


Most persons with servants who go home 


to sleep are victims of petty thefts, chieflv 
In the form of food, which their employes 
take away, not considering that they are 
thus guilty of theft. 


"I ftnd," xvrites a householder to a lion- ' 


don newspaper, "that my dripping always 
disappears from the pan try,, and although 
seven bundles of wood are sold for 3 pence 
only six are left In my cufJfioard. 


"In the matter of food the servant usu- 


ally takes home just what one counts 
upon for the next day's use. or instance. 
If there were six mince pies, which are 
sufficient to(put upon the table, three of 
them are taken 
I am quite sure that the 


servants do not think they aro flolng any- 
thing wrong." 


"I gave a dinner party," writes "A. B ." 


"and there were seven people at the table. 
Although my dally girl haU had plenty of 
food, the next day I found that as much 
turkey had been taken as had been eaten 
at the dinner." 


"A servant I had lecently," said a busi- 


ness woman, " often would come to me 
before she prepared breakfast to say there 
was no butter in the pantry. On these oc- 
casions I had been out all the previous 
evening. I have at times found little par- 
cels of sugar and tea tied up on, thfe kitch- 
en dresser ready for her to take away 
when her time came to go hlme. 


"Many maids do not look upon the'tak- 


ing of handkerchiefs and stockings 
as 


theft. 
There are plenty of servants who 


do this who would never dream of touch- 
Ing their employer's money."

empire, the eyes of Hungarian patriots

As a result of 
that revolution nine Hungarian 
nobles, 


of whom the then Count Szechenyi was 
chief, were strangled by order of Emperor 
Franz Josef, who had Just reached the 
throne.'

patriots to Russia, but the Emperor prom- 
ised that they should not lose even a hair 
of their heads.'

The second reason why Hungarians are 
said to be looking to Szechenyi as their 
king Is because, thanks to the Vanderbllt 
fortune, he Is rich enmiRh to su«tn)n 
dlgnltT.

And as her marriage I» 
not a morganatic, no such effort to keep 
her off the tlirone of Hungary can b« 
mad» as that against Countess Chotek. 
the morganatic wife of the Archduke 
Franz Ferdinand, h*Ir to the Dual mon- 
archy.

LONDON", Jan. 18. — Tlie alarm sound- 


ed by the London Evening Standard on 
Tuesday in r«gard to tho "black peril" 
for London, referring to an Invasion of 
tMs city by nosrroeB. who, It IB claimed, 
find themselves on .equality with whites, 
has fevoked a peculiar reHponee. 


A. majority of the lettars drawn from 


the public In retard to tha statements 
made by the newspaper about Ameri- 
can negro men finding themselves on an 
equality with white women here are of 
tho "men and brother" typa of argu- 
ment, but others regard the matter with 
seriousness, 
'J'he latter represent a rapidly Increas- 
ing class of Englishmen, who in London, 
I artlcularly In the last couple of years, 
J-.ave realized the introduction of a social 
evil from which a few j-ears ago Lon- 
don was practically free. 
London has long been noted for, and 
from the view point of many has been 
notorious, for Its cosmopolitanism and 
racial liberality, but there is no doubt 
it is now de\-eloping a color prejudice. 
JTor years Englishmen who have trav- 
eled In the United States and Africa 
have resented and feared the equality 
treatment and even the 
favor 
with 
•which negroes and other meu of color 
are received here, and this spirit of 
antagonism and 
resentment is 
now 
spreading among untraveled Britishers. 
This Is largely due to the wholesale 
Influx of American negroes and 
their 
blatant, public association with 
white 
women. Negro prize fighters with their 
"domestic" scandals, and 
particularly 
the cabled reports in recent months con- 
cerning Jack Johnson and his frequent 
police court cases in Chicago, and per- 
haps more than anything elss'the great- 
er number of Americans visiting Eng- 
land and every year coming 
In closer 
touch with English people socially, thus 
•widening their outlook and increasing 
their knowledge, have all been contrib- 
uting causes to this new feeling in Eng- 
land. 
ANOTHER INFLUENCE. 


There is now a negro woman in jail 
here on a, charge of shooting dead her 
negro husband's white paramour., The 
negro man and his wife 
belong to a 
troupe of- vaudeville -workers of the low- 
er grade and this case is typical of 
many. The white woman had been the 
consort of three negroes before the wife 
of the fourth one murdered her. 
In the underworld the association of 
white demimondaines with negro "ca- 
dets" has been steadily on the. Increase 
for years, but recently this has become 
BO obnoxious that the proprietors 
of 
London saloons, driven thereto by the 


• emphatic protests of their white cus- 
tomers, have been forced to bar ne- 
Ktoes, and one by one restaurants and 
saloons, especially in the 
vicinity 
of 
Piccadilly circus, have joined In barring 
them. 
Thin has Tjeen'greatly due to American 
visitors- ' In ,one well known 
saloon 
•which Is "much frequented by American 
vaudeville artists, who aeem to 
grow 
more numerous In London every month, 
the proprietor was forced to bar 
the 
black man because tb*e American cus- 
tomers punched 'and kicked out every 
negro who entered the place. 
There are now only two places in 
the Sobo district which remain havens 
of refuse for the negro. One Is a saloon 
on a side street and the 
other on a 
broad, 
brightly 
lighted 
thoroughfare 
near the Palace Music hall, where a 
flajr was recently flown which 
stated 
that artists of all colors 
and 
climes> 
were welcome. The windows were also 
ornamented with the same notice. 
Every night this place remains one 
of the disgraces of London. 
Some 30 
'"-or 40 negroes are there at any hour 
and all the women are white. A negro 
woman Is never seen In, the place. 


WELCOME COOLS. 


It -was only a. short time ago a negro 
could enter any saloon in London, but 
things are different now. 
The 
new 
white slave act which 
frightened 
8O 
maw men of British and continental na- 
tionalities out of the country has also 
during the last week or two affected 
the London negro of this base type. The 
law falls -with the greatest severity 
upon a "white slaver" who cannot prove 
he is !n regular and remunerative work.

"German Peril" Is Branded Myth 


Teuton Editor in Response to 


Daily Mail 


LONDON, Jan. IS.—One hundred and 


fifty-two million, three hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars, is the cost of tho Balkan 
war to date, aecordins to statistics com- 
piled by the Economist. 
These staggering figures, the journal 
states, repiosent the sum that has been 
lost during the actual fighting-, and that 
without reckoning in the wounded and 
the dead. "We should fear," adds the 
paper, "that Bulgaria must have lost In 
this way at least 60,000 of Ha manhood 
and Turkey perhaps 100,000. If the cost 
of mobilization and the expenses which 
run on during the armistice were added, 
the actual financial deficit caused by the 
war to the five states might already run 
up to $175.000,000.'' 
"Montenegro," says 
the 
Economist, 


"began hostilities on October 8, while 
Turkey declared war against Servia and 
Bulgaria on October IT. Up to the time 
when the armistice was signed, therefore, 
on December 3, Montenegro has been at 
war for fifty-six days and Bulgaria and 
Servia for forty-seven days. Greece has 
not signed the armistice, while Turkey 
has Been fighting with one or more of the 
combatapts for seventy-four days. 
For twenty-sit days, however, she was 


faced bv only one opponent, and for pur- 
poses of comparison we must therefore 
reduce the period of full war expenditure 
since her whole army was not engaged 
against Greece or Montenegro. It will 
perhaps be fair to allow Turkey sixty- 
four full days."

And when we resort to the eyes of the microscope and telescope 
tho wonders are multiplied a thousand fold. 
In proportion as 


we become interested In and learn about all these things. Hfo 
becomes better worth tho living. 


Natural objects seen continually often pall on tha sight until we learn 


something interesting about their life histories. 


A mere pebble lyinsr on the edgo of a stream seems so commonplace, 


hat Vie scarcely give H a passing thought unless it hns unusual form or color: 
vet this very pebble has an interesting history if wo but trace it from its 
'ormatlve state at the head of the stream where it \\ ith its fellows com- 
posed great cliffs, which becoming disintegrated by the action of the elements 
'alls into tha water. At tlrst sharp and irregular the sprint? flood starts the 
fragment on its long- Journey seaward. 
By .subsequent floods it Is washed 


farther down stream and being rolled over and over strikes against other 
rock fragments. 


This abrasion rounds off its sharp edges, constantly making it smaller 


and more regular. 


Perchance after a while bjr R change In the course of the stream It may 


bo left stranded for centuries until somo unusually hia;h \\uter forms a new 
channel nn<t starts it again on its pilgrimage, and then after countless ages 
when it reaches the sea It is but a mere shadow of ltb former self, an ex- 
ceedingly small pebble or merely a grain of sand. 
' 


After entering the sea it may in the course ot time unite with other waste 


rock material to again form cliffs or a solid floor bottom for tho ocean. 


THE CHANGES ARE CONSTANT. 


These mutations but exemplify tho fact that throughout all nature 


changes are constantly going on and that all things as it were, whether ani- 
mate or not, live to die and die to live in some other form or stage. 


Let us now turn our attention to that spectacular object in tho sky, our 


earth's satellite, the moon. 
How many persons there are who with indif- 


ference see this shining- orb month alter month and year after year and 
know little about it. 


As we study Us history and appearance under telescopic observation we 


cannot fail of becoming deeply interested. It was onco a glowing ball of 
uncondensed matter, subsequently to become molten and then hardened. 
AVe 


may infer that it had tho concomitants, air and water, like our earth. 


It is believed that tho moon originally formed a part of ovir earth antl 


being thrown off into space began Its rotation about its primary. 


At what formative stage of the earth's condensation tho separation took 


place Is a debatable question. 
Some astronomers are inclined to think that tho 


parting did not take place until after tho earth had assumed the liquid state 
or had. perhaps, formed a slight crust over its molten mass. 


It has been suggested as possible that the great depression of the Pa- 


cific ocean may represent tho place from whence tho moon was torn from 
the earth. 


As the ages rolled away great changes took place. 
The water gradually 


receded towards the interior of the moon and then the air followed, both 
being amalgamated with the solid mass. It is now a cold, dead world, await- 
ing its future destiny. 


ATjTj UFE "WTJOTO PERISH. 


During the coming: eons our own world will go through like stages and 


lite will perish from off the face of the earth. 
Since our earth Is very slowly 


growing colder, the annihilating period of life Is millions of ye"ars off. Hence 
for countless sxicceeding generations no fear need tie entertained. 


Let us learn something more about the moon. Strange as it may seem 


•we have a better map of it than of the earth. Only one side of the moon 
can be seen because while revolving once around the earth it turns exactly 
once, on its axis. I said we could see but one haU of the. moon. This state- 
ment should be qualified by adding that we have seen about one-twelfth 
of the other side because of the wabbling motion of the moon called llbratlon. 


The size of the moon is one forty-ninth that of the earth and its diame- 


ter is 2162 miles. Its average distance from the earth Is about 240,000 miles. 


An object that weighs a pound on the earth -would weigh but one-sixth 


ot a. pound on the moon. 
If boys" could spend their vacations on the moon they would have glor- 


ious times. They could vault six times as" high and Jump and bat balls six 
times as far as on the earth. But they would have to look out for the pit- 
falls, which are numerous. So'pitted with craters is a large pa"rt of the- face 
of the moon that it resembles_Jhat of a man who haa had the smallpox and 
had scratched oft the scabs, thereby causing 
deep 
indentations. These 
craters are ol all sizes, ranging from a few feet to 140 miles In diameter, 
Many of these craters are sunk far below the normal surface. 


• Quite 
a, number of the larger craters have numerous craters on the 


floors of their craters, a remarkable instance of which is the crater Mountain 
Schickard. 
FAMOUS BOMBAKDabEJfT OP METEORS. 


What caused these crater-like ojpenings, many of which extending thou- 


sands of feet down below the moon's surface are surrounded by high rani 
parts? It Is now the belief by many astronomers that some of them are 
tru lunar craters, but that a majority of them have been made by a furlou; 
bombardment of meteors millions of years ago. The meteor theory seem 
plausible when we reason from analogy. For Instance, If a stone be droppei

Since it is comparatively near the moon, did it receive a part of th 


great meteoric shower? We have no evidence that it did. 


How immense'the *lze of these meteors must'have been and how grea 


their impacts to have caused holes from llfty to sixty miles in diameter an 
thousands of feet deep! 
On our earth we have but a single instance of a large and deep opening 


having been made toy a meteorite, namely, that of Coon Butte or Meteor! 
mountain, Arizona, mentioned in one of my previous articles. 


Some 50,000 craters of, the moon have been mapped out and over 201 


single mountains have been named. A majority of them have been callec 
after eminent men, especially noted astronomers. Among men so honored 
are Aristotle, Ariatarchus, Archimedes, Copernicus, Pythagoras and Tych 
Brahe. 
Several of the ranges of'mountains are named after those on our earth 


There are the Alps, Altai, Apennines, Caucasus and Pyrenees. 
The heights of more than a thousand of the lunar mountains and era 


ter summits have been carefully measured, most of which, were ascertained 
by the use of micrometer applied to the shadows cast by tho mountains at a 
known elevation of the sun. Many of the mountains are from 10,000 tr 
18,000 feet in height. 
, 
At one, place there Is a remarkable wall sixty miles long .n a stralgh 


lino 1000 feet high and as perfect as though it had been constructed by man 


The moat remarkable valley is that of the 
Alps. It is eighty-thre 


miles long, from three and one-half to six miles wide and very deep. I 
breaks through the loftiest part ot the Alps, has high, precipitous Bides ant 
is 11,500 feet deep. 


USING THE CEI/ESTIAfc TELESCOPE. 


In using- tho celestial'telescope all objects are seen upside down becaus 


the extra erecting parts of the eye are left out. that a clearer vision may be 


aThe'hlghest power that can be applied to a telescope IB 100 to each inch 


represented in tho diameter of the object glass. For instance, the aperture 
diameter of the Chabot observatory telescope is eight inches; hence 800 \s 
the highest power that can be applied with any degree of success. The high- 
er the power applied the smaller the lenses in the eyepiece, and the smaller 
the area of the object taken into view. 
* 
By applying a power of 1000 to tho telescope to view the moon means the 


same as bringing the moon 1000 times nearer than it is. Its distance from 
the earth being 2*0,000 miles wo would *oe it with that power as though it 
were 240 miles away and viewed with the nfck«d eye, only it would be a little 


The largest-refracting telescope In existence in 1900 was that ot the 
Paris exhibition, whose object glass is fifty inches in diameter. Theoretically 
a 6000 power can be applied to it, thus bringing: the moon within forty-eight 


°In using such a power tho eyepiece long would be no small that it would 


be like looking through a hole in a card made with a cambric needle. 
The larger the object glass of a telescope the greater is its light-gath- 


ering power and the brighter is the image focused on the eyepiece lens, and 
hence the higher the power than can be applied advantageously. 
In order that distant objects may be seen to better advantage than, with 


present instruments new devices must be brought Into existence. 
It is quite possible that more powerful telescopes may be invented 03, 


mlans of which far greater revelations concerning tho .heavenly bodies will 
be made In the not distant future.
